Reprints of the Sandia Corpora¬ 
tion and Albuquerque articles in Sun 
Trails magazine arc now about to go 
into third printing, according to 
word received by the Public Rela¬ 
tions Division. After initial order 
was received here for distribution to 
employees and for recruiting pur¬ 
poses it was necessary to obtain a 
second printing to meet demands of 
employees. 

Now the Western Electric Com¬ 
pany has decided to condense the ar¬ 
ticles and issue the material as a 
booklet rack selection for tbcir other 
locations. Special arrangements have 
been made with the editor and pub¬ 
lisher of Sun Trails and with the 
author, Arch Napier, for the reprint¬ 
ing rights. 

According to Western Electric in¬ 
formation representatives, the ar¬ 
ticles represent the best collection of 
information about Sandia so far is¬ 
sued in unclassified form.

Classified Waste Ashes Don’t 
Fill Air Now; SOMAT Used 


SOMAT, an ultra-modern pulver¬ 
izing machine, is now being used by 
the Sandia Corporation Plant Secu¬ 
rity Department for disposal of 
classified waste paper. 

The machine gobbles barrels of 
paper, grinds them thoroughly with 
water, then spouts the oatmeal-like 
pulp, now unclassified, into a waiting 
can for disposal as ordinary waste. 

The machine is the only one of 
its type approved for classified 
waste destruction by the Atomic 
Energy Commission. 

Burning of classified papers, car¬ 
bon, stencils, and print shop plates 
and film was discontinued due to 
rapid increases in amounts of classi¬ 
fied trash which required additional 
and more effective disposal facilities. 
"And to protests of young ladies 


whose clean dresses became streaked 
with soot,” says Nelson T. Jones, su¬ 
pervisor of the Administrative Divi¬ 
sion of the Plant Security Depart¬ 
ment. 

The old incinerator located adja¬ 
cent to the Post Exchange Cafeteria 
was used jointly by Sandia Base and 
the Corporation. The offending 
smoke stack was toppled recently as 
the burner went out of business for 
good. 

The method of destroying classi¬ 
fied waste by burning is a time- 
proven process for getting rid of 
secret papers. 

But when quantities of paper be¬ 
come too great the burning becomes 
a time consuming chore, hot in the 
summer, cold in the winter. 

Military officials doomed the old 
burner and the area where it was 


located will be used for a new 
building. 

Another advantage of the new ma¬ 
chine is that classified waste paper 
will not have to be carried outside of 
the Tech Area for destruction. Pre¬ 
viously trucks with locked cages 
were needed to move the paper outside 
of the gates. The trucks may still be 
used, but movement through the 
“outside” area is not necessary. 

Specially assigned security inspec¬ 
tors operate the unique paper grind¬ 
ing machines, Jones said. The large 
grinder, together with a smaller ma¬ 
chine, is located in a small concrete 
block structure on the west end of 
Building 834. Installation and modi¬ 
fication of the grinders was super¬ 
vised by Plant Engineering per¬ 
sonnel.

Major General Kenner F. Hertford 
will become Manager of the Atomic 
Energy Commission’s Santa Fe Op¬ 
erations Office in Albuquerque, Oc¬ 
tober 1, succeeding D. J. Leehey. 
General Hertford is well known here, 



having been stationed at Sandia Base 
fr, tn March, 1948, to November, 1952. 

While at Sandia Base he was Dep¬ 
uty Commander of the Base, Chief 


of Staff at the Special Weapons 
Command and Research and De¬ 
velopment Coordinator of that Com¬ 
mand. 

In 1952 General Hertford was as¬ 
signed in Washington to the Depart¬ 
ment of the Army. Since December, 
1954, he has been Chief of Research 
r nd Development, Office of the Chief 
of Staff. He will retire from the 
Army July 31 to accept his new 
position. 

As manager of the vast Santa Fe 
Operations complex he will supervise 
the research, development, produc¬ 
tion and testing of atomic weapons 
for the Atomic Energy Commission. 

Born in Galveston, Texas, General 
Hertford graduated from the U. S. 
Military Academy in the class of 
1923 and was commissioned a second 
lieutenant in the Corps of Engineers. 

In 1926 he received a civil engi¬ 
neering degree from Cornell Univer¬ 
sity. During his military career he 
has seen service in the Panama 
Canal Zone, Paris, the United King¬ 
dom, Brazil and various locations in 
United States including the Military 
Academy where he served on the 
faculty. 

He graduated from the National 
War College in 1947 and then served 
as Army Assistant on the military 
staff to the United Nations in New 
York. His assignment following that 
was at Sandia Base.

Dr. Edward Teller 
Colloquium Speaker

Maintenance Experiments Are Aimed 
At 60% Savings in Janitor Man-Hours 


Anticipating savings of 60% or 
more in janitorial service manhours 
is Dave Hake, 2410, presently experi¬ 
menting with the latest floor clean¬ 
ing chemicals. Hake says that the 
new formulas, if proven feasible, will 
eliminate two complete cleaning op¬ 
erations from an already overcrowd¬ 
ed maintenance schedule. 

Routine maintenance includes a 
first-round with the push broom, 
later a mopping with dry mop, wet 
wash mop, and a final buffing with 
mechanical buffers. Hake expects his 
new chemicals to eliminate the tw r o 
mop operations. 

The chemical, called Velvasheen, 
is poured into a dry cotton mop; when 
the floor is swept, the liquid will 
pick up dust and debris with little 
effort, leaving the floor w'ash-clean, 
Hake says. 

The preparation is used extensive¬ 
ly in schools and large institutions 
throughout the East, Hake says. The 
present series of tests will include 
cleaning chemicals from all major 
manufacturers in the field. Hake’s 
experiments will also test the effects 
of chemicals on different types of 
rubber and asphalt tile, as well as 
concrete floor surfaces.

Nation’s Largest Centrifuge 


Largest of its kind in the nation is 
an hydraulic centrifuge operated by 
Sandia Corporation research engi¬ 
neers somewhere in the Corporation 
technical area. It’s a 20-ton steel 
boom, 55 feet long; yet it’s balanced 
delicately on roller bearings, and the 
slight thrust of a man's hand will 
move it! 

The hydraulic centrifuge is em¬ 
ployed in the linear acceleration test¬ 
ing of weapons systems and compon¬ 
ents. It's operated by Don McCoy of 
1613. When he sets in motion the 
seven hydraulic pumps which power 
the spinning boom, there’s noise in 
the desert like the roar of a passing 
artillery shell. McCoy, and Paul 
Syroid who regularly supervises the 
operation of the centrifuge, reveal 
that the whirring tips of the centri¬ 
fuge exceed 250 miles an hour! 

Test specimens are placed between 
the 16" steel pipes which form the 
skeleton of the centrifuge boom; the 
surface of the boom may then be 
streamlined with overlays of J^-inch 
plywood. A number of 500-pound 
steel weights are placed at the boom’s 
short end as counterbalances. Short¬ 
ly, from an earthen-covered bunker 
at 1000 feet distant, McCoy starts the 
electric motors which pump oil under 
pressure through hydraulic motors 
geared directly to the spindle of the 
boom. McCoy says that precise con¬ 
trol of test conditions can be obtained 
in this manner. 

Instruments to measure and record 
test results arc maintained in 
specially-constructed trailers in the 
safety bunker. Here the spinning 
centrifuge, during tests, is under con¬ 
stant television observation. In the 
event of test mishap, the device can 
be braked by reversing the flow of oil 
through the high-pressure hydraulic 
system. 

Test results, McCoy reveals, range 
from 30 Gs’ (gravities) to 100 gravi¬ 
ties with varying weights of test 
specimens. The centrifuge was con¬ 
ceived by the 1613 staff under Bill 
Smalley; M. O. Jones was project 
engineer.

Laskar Likes Life In L’il Locomobile 


Bill Laskar, the Sandian who re¬ 
built his automobile’s engine in the 
cellar and then couldn’t get it out 
again without help, went ahead with 
the job of reworking the car over the 
past six months. He emerged recent¬ 
ly from the cellar, triumphant and 
grease-stained, with his version of a 
Crosley sports car. 

Laskar, a photographer in 2462, 
began the job in January, 19SS, with 
an overhaul of the tiny Crosley en¬ 
gine. He removed it in wee parts 
from the driveway of his home, and 
assembled it again on a bench in his 
cellar. 

Once he’d gotten the thing back 
together, he found the collection of 


hardware a little too heavy to lift. 
He was forced to call friends to put 
the engine back in the car where it 
belonged. 

It took several more months to 
work over the original body and 
chassis of the Laskar Crosley Super 
Sport model. He installed a new 
grille, sawed off the windshield and 
replaced it with a rakish plastic 
visor; lowered the headlights, and 
bolted on some streamlined ex-Chry- 
sler tail lights. 

All of this cost less than $100, Las¬ 
kar says. He points out that the car’s 
top speed has been increased from 
25 to 65 miles an hour, and his gas 
mileage from 30 to 40 miles a gallon. 


Bill maintains the strictly-open-air 
operation of his new 4-wheel sport¬ 
ster is “real gone.” But his wife, 
Emma, may have some contrary 
opinions on the subject, he says. 
Laskar has room in his car for him¬ 
self, his wife, and son, George. For 
them, the vehicle is equipped with 
appropriate goggles, because it no 
longer boasts a canvas convertible 
top. 

Laskar employs the unique sports- 
car as transportation to his job in 
Building 802. In summer, he says, 
his car is fine. But in winter, what 
will he do when chill winds blow 
across the desert? 

“Freeze.”
